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SOVIET CHARGES OF INADEQUATE DENAZIFICATION 
AND DEMILITARIZATION ARE BASELESS, SAYS CHAN- 
CELLOR FIGL. ‘‘There is no National-Socialism in Austria 
today.’’ This statement was made by Chancellor Leopold 
Figl of Austria at a press conference held at the Austrian 
Legation in Brussels on the occasion of Dr. Figl’s state vi- 
sit to Belgium. 

‘‘National Socialism,’’ Dr. Figl continued, ‘‘exists neither 
in the form of a large-scale organized political movement, nor 
as a political splinter group. Former members of the National 
Socialist Party today either belong to one of the democratic 
parties represented in Parliament, or have fallen into politic- 
al apathy as a result of their past experience. To be sure, 
there exists in Austria a so-called ’National League’ (Natio- 
nale Liga) headed by a former SS leader. This league, how- 
ever, which is the rallying point of all manner of political 
desperados, is nothing but a Communist front organization 
without any political influence whatsoever. The demand for 
denazification is therefore completely baseless.’’ 

With regard to the question of demilitarization, the Aus- 
trian Chancellor said that there was no country in Europe 
with fewer armaments of its own than Austria. This situation 
had even reached the point where the country’s police and 
gendarmerie forces were inadequately armed to combat cri- 
minal activities. At the present time, Austria had no armed 
forces of her own, only foreign troops. 

‘‘We are sufficiently optimistic,’’ Dr. Figl continued,‘ ‘to 
remain confident that some day a State Treaty will be con- 
cluded, and we have the strength and courage to stand firm 
until that day comes. No power on earth will be able to over- 
come the Austrian people’s passion for liberty and impose 
upon them a political system which, in the last analysis, 
would be even more tyrannical than that which they have al- 
ready had to endure once.’’ 


Content notForm of Treaty important 


‘If the United Nations General Assembly takes up the 
question of the Austrian State Treaty at this year’s meeting 
it will be encouraging evidence to us Austrians of the sup- 
port given to us in our distressing situation. It is a matter of 
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indifference to us what form the State Treaty takes and whe- 
ther it consists of fifty or only a few paragraphs. The im- 
portant thing is its content.’’ 


Austrian Losses have to be Taken into Account. 


Chancellor Figl went on to say that account would have 
to be tak@n of the fact that conditions have radically changed 
since 1949. At that time, a lump sum of 150 million dollars 
was agreed upon as payment for the industrial and agricul- 
tural enterprises seized by the Russians under the guise of 
‘‘German Assets.’’ But since then the Austrian people have 
had to carry great financial burdens as a result of the occu- 
pation. 

The loss of customs duties and taxes, which the more 
than 200 enterprises under Russian management have failed 
to pay, has now exceeded three billion schillings. A further 
loss to the Austrian economy stems from the fact that 52 per 
cent of the country’s petroleum output has been exported by 
the Russian occupation authorities. This represents an an- 
nual foreign exchange loss of twenty-three million dollars. 
As a result of this, Austria has been forced to buy oil abroad 
at a cost of more than four million dollars per year. And final- 
ly, the Chancellor said, Austria has so far had to pay six and 
a half billion schillings in occupation costs, in addition to 
these losses. 

‘*The fact is,’’ Dr. Figl concluded, ‘‘that the losses we 
have incurred as a result of dismantlings, occupation costs, 
uncontrolled exports and the like by far exceed the aid -- Mar- 
shall Plan aid and UNRRA relief-- Austria has received since 
1945.”’ 


COALITION PARTIES PROPOSE EARLIERDATE FOR AUS- 
TRIA’S THIRD GENERAL ELECTION. During the first 

session of the sixth legislative period on October 15, 1952 

Austria’s coalition parties, the Austrian People’s Party 

(OVP) and the Socialist Party (SPO), tabled a joint motion 

asking for Austria’s third general election since World War I 

to be held on April 26, 1953. The legislative period of the 

actual Austrian Parliament would expire in fall 1953 only. 

This motion is now under consideration by the Constitutional 

Committee of the Lower House. 


FOREIGN MINISTER GRUBER COMMENTS ON AUSTRIAN- 
SOVIET RELATIONS. ‘‘If the Soviet Union is prepared to 
lay its cards on the table and name the total price it demands 
to meet its obligations under the Moscow Declaration, then a 
real contribution can be made to the peaceful reorganization 
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of East-West relations.’’ This statement was made by Dr. 
Karl Gruber, the Austrian Foreign Minister, in an address on 
“‘Austria’s Political and Economic Position’’ which he de- 
livered in Linz on October 7 at a meeting of Austrian indus- 
trialists. 

In connection with the Austrian State Treaty Dr. Gruber 
said: ‘‘The Soviet Union’s persistent refusal to agree to an 
Austrian State Treaty is a circumstance which is not condu- 
cive to the promotion of normal friendly relations. After the 
experience made to date, it would indeed be folly to rely on 
vague promises. Ever since the explicit assurances given 
at th: Foreign Ministers’ Conference in 1949 have failed to 
materialize, we no longer have sufficient confidence in that 
instrument of negotiation. We must not forget that the West- 
ern Powers cannot be expected to withdraw their occupation 
troops from our country unless they have the assurance that 
the country will really remain independent and not be swal- 
lowed up by a handful of Communist emulators of Herostra- 
tus. In the meantime, we shall pursue our policy with tena- 
cious patience. It will lead to the day when the troops them- 
selves will be in a hurry to return home again.”’ 

Discussing the question of a trade agreement between 
Austria and the Soviet Union, the Austrian Foreign Minister 
had this to say: ‘‘The belief that there is no trade with the 
Soviet Union because no formal trade agreement now exists 
is completely erroneous. In fact, substantial deliveries are 
being made to the East, but unfortunately these shipments 
are one-sided, for no equivalent has yet been received in re- 
turn. The problem of trade with the Soviet Union is therefore 
to see whether it is possible to include all Austrian exports 
in an agreement. If this is the case, then we would be happy 
to enter into trade negotiations.”’ 

On the question of Austria’s overall relations with Rus- 
sia, Dr. Gruber characterized the situation as follows: ‘‘Our 
relations with the Soviet Union have reached --so to speak -- 
a stationary balance. There are even some indications which 
could lead to the conclusion that many things are beginning 
to normalyze and that the Soviet occupation authorities are 
finding it necessary to substitute bilateral agreements with 
the Austrian Government for one-sided dictation, and to re- 
spect the latter’s administrative sovereignity, at least in 
some fields. It goes without saying that wherever such pos- 
sibilities exist, we follow them up with utmost vigor. But 
there is one factor which continues to force us to tread with 
a certain amount of caution and reserve, and that is the overt 
support and promotion of the Communist Party.’’ 


PRESIDENT KOERNER SAYS AUSTRIA CAN THANK FIGL 
FOR MOST STABLE GOVERNMENT IN EUROPE. Chan- 
cellor Leopold Figl of Austria, who came to the United 
States on an official visit several months ago, recently cele- 
brated his 50th birthday. On that occasion, Dr. Theodor 
Koerner, President of the Austrian Republic, paid the fol- 
lowing tribute to the Chancellor: ‘‘If in spite of all difficul- 
ties Austria can still boast of having one of the most stable 
governments in Europe, it is largely due to her Chancellor’s 


passion for hard work, sense of duty, tolerance, and personal 
gift for conciliation.’’ 


President Koerner also commended Dr. Figl’s achieve- 
ments as an Austrian statesman in the reconstruction of the 
Second Republic and during his seven subsequent years in 
office as Federal Chancellor. Dr. Fig] thanked the President 
for his good wishes and assured him that he would continue 
to fulfill his duty to his country. 


VICE CHANCELLOR SCHAERF AND MINISTER WALD- 
BRUNNER ATTEND INTERNATIONAL SOCIALIST CON. 
GRESS IN MILAN. Austrian Vice Chancellor Adolf Schaerf 
and Minister of Communications Karl Waldbrunner attended 
the Congress of the Socialist International held in Milan, 
Italy, from October 17 to 21. An Austrian delegation was 
also present at the International Socialist Women’s Confer- 
ence which preceded the Congress. 

The main questions discussed by the Congress were the 
policy of the Socialist International toward the United Na- 
tions, the problem of European unification and the program 
of aid to underdeveloped areas. 


FORMER CABINET MINISTER DEMANDS PARTICIPATION 
OF AUSTRIA IN TREATY NEGOTIATIONS. Dr. Tschadek, 
who recently resigned as Austrian Minister of Justice, said 
in a lecture delivered in Linz in mid-October at a meeting of 
the Austrian Association for the United Nations that all ne- 
gotiations to date had been about but never with Austria. In 
his address, which was entitled ‘‘Today’s Policy in the Light 
of International Law,’’ Dr. Tschadek stated: 

‘From the standpoint of international law, the attempts 
that have thus far been made to take Austria’s rights into 
account cannot be regarded as state treaty negotiations. To 
date, all negotiations have only been about Austria, never 
with Austria. Now that eight years have elapsed since the 
so-called liberation, this procedure can no longer be justified 
in the light of international law.’’ 

The Austrian Member of Parliament further stated: ‘‘If 
there is the intention of applying the principles of interna- 
tional law to our case, too, then our demand must read as 
follows: immediate negotiations with Austria herself, so that 
the solemnly recognized andreborn State of Austria may look 
after its interests as a partner with equal rights in the ne- 
gotiations.’’ 


CHANCELLOR FIGL IN FAVOR OF REPARATIONS TO 
JEWS. At the beginning of October the Austrian Chancellor 
Dr. Figl made a statement to the Editor in Chief of the 
Jewish Telegraph Agency, visiting Vienna with regard to the 
payment of reparations to the Jews for losses suffered under 
the Nazi regime. 

‘We are absolutely not against the payment of reparations 
to Jews’’, Dr. Figl said. ‘‘As much as it was possible under 
the present laws in Austria, the Jews received back their 
houses, businesses and the positions they held in Govem- 
ment offices during the pro-Nazi period. We know of no dis- 
crimination. However, many buildings are still occupied by 


the Allied Occupation Forces and cannot be returned to their 
former owners. Our primary concern is to maintain our econo- 
my. Wethen want to establish what the Jewish claim amounts 
to, whether our country permits having this claim satisfied 
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and within what period of time the claim can be satisfied. 
The Goverment nas decided as a first step in this direction 
to have Ministry officials confer with representativesof 
Jewry and establish the proposals. Our Govemment could 
hardly have been expected to consider requests for repara- 
tions when four Jewish organizations came to us each with 
different proposals and demands. However, now that these 
organizations have united, it has become possible that rep- 
resentatives of these organizations meet with officials of 
our Ministries and work out a program to be presented to the 
Cabinet. The Cabinet will definitely not disregard the opin- 
ions of the Jewish organizations. I believe that now a proper 
way will be found. 

‘I wish to draw attention to the fact that it was easier 
for the German Government to settle the Jewish reparations 
problem because the entire income from the special Nazi 
taxes imposed upon the Jews has remained in Germany. Aus- 
tria did not get back the property taken away from the Jews. 
Nevertheless, we displayed our good will by concluding with 
Israel a credit agreement which we could not easily afford. 
It was a sacrifice on our part which we made _ in order to 
establish good relations with Israel. I know that the Jews 
do not demand the impossible and I am especially glad that 
all four Jewish organizations are now united with regard to 
their claims. All I ask is to have confidence. We shall solve 
the reparations problem. I was an inmate of Dachau camp 
together with the President of the Vienna Jewish Community, 
Dr. Emil Maurer. We are friends and he knows that we have 
no ill-will. I hope earnestly that we shall solve the problem 
in the shortest time. We do not want to enrich ourselves 
with the property of citizens of other states. However, we 
can, naturally, only return the property, which is still avail- 
able such as businesses, real estate and dwellings — but no 
money or jewelry which disappeared. When no heirs are left, 
then somebody should take over the heirless property and ad- 
minister it. However, with the transfer of such property, the 
matter must be settled and no other organization should de- 
mand for itself the same property. When I was in New York, 
each of the four Jewish organizations made separate sugges- 
tions. I thank Godthat they are now united and that | finally 
know with whom we are to conduct negotiations.’’ 


FOREIGN MINISTER GRUBER COMMENTS ON AUSTRIAN- 
GERMAN RELATIONS. Austrian Foreign Minister Karl 
Gruber made the following comments on Austrian-German 
relations in a speech which he delivered at the opening of 
the scientific meeting of the Association for Social Science 
held at the Mozarteum in Salzburg early in October: ‘‘The 
danger of an ‘Anschluss’ between Austria and Germany can- 
not be met by attempting to erect a Chinese Wall between 
neighboring states, but rather by invalidating the erroneous 
assumption — precisely by the elimination of unnatural and 
abnormal obstacles — that the independence and sovereignty 
of two states are an obstacle to close economic relations 
and a good neighbor policy.’’ 


Dr. Gruber went on to say that since the gigantic up- 
heaval which followed the last World War there has been a 
universal longing for a new and better organized family of 
nations. ‘‘Even the slightest suspicion,’’ he continued,"that 
Germany was directing or even financing a movement for an- 
nexation would destroy the hopeful role that country is to 
play in the European Union. It is therefore essential for 
Germany’s self-preservation and for her realistic self-inter- 
est that these European feelings be given due consideration 
in political utterances and diplomatic conversations.’’ 

Speaking before a distinguished audience composed of 
many German economists and professional experts, as well 
as of Governor Klaus of Salzburg and Mayor Pacher, the 
Austrian Foreign Minister concluded his address with these 
words: ‘‘I know from my own experience that with so hard- 
working and dynamic a people as the Germans patience is 
not always regarded as a virtue and moderation often as a 
weakness. It is especially in the handling of domestic af- 
fairs that moderation, continuity and circumspect deliber- 
ation are the elements which will lead to lasting achieve- 
ments.’’ 


ALLIED COUNCIL APPROVES AMNESTY FOR LATE 
REPATRIATES AND REJECTS REACQUISITION LAW. 
The Executive Committee of the Allied Council in Vienna 
has informed Chancellor Leopold Fig] of its resolution of 
July 18, 1952 according to which the amnesty to be granted 
to late repatriates, exempting them from registration require- 
ments and attendant penalties, has been approved (s. Bull. 
V./20 of August 16, 1952). 

A second resolution dated August 22, 1952 disapproved 
the enactmentof the reacquisition law (Wiedererwerbsgesetz). 

Chancellor Figl forwarded these communications to Par- 
liament (Nationalrat) where they were read to the assembled 
House on October 15, 1952 at the first session of the sixth 
legislative period. 


NO CHANGE IN FOREIGN EXCHANGE RATE, SAYS AUS- 
TRIAN MINISTER OF TRADE. In an address which he de- 
livered at the opening of the 5th Industrial Management 
Conference in Vienna on October 13, Austrian Minister of 
Trade Boeck-Greissau said that the current policy of stabi- 
lizing the country’s economy must not be upset. 

Amplifying this word of caution, the Minister went on to 
say that ‘‘Austria’s inability to compete effectively on the 
world market is primarily the result of the unrealistic rate of 
foreign exchange. Nevertheless, I forewent any demand for 
a change in the exchange rate because such a measure 
would have upset the policy of stabilizing the economy, the 
latter being more important at the present time than to im- 
prove the export situation. To standardize the rates of fo- 
reign exchange will be possible only at a time when we can 
be assured of no increase in nominal wages and no decrease 
in real wages. Under no circumstances should we have to 
resort to a 6th Price-and-Wage Agreement. As most coun- 
tries in Europe, Austria too must adopt effective measures to 
intensify exports, and such measures hold the greatesi pro- 
mise of being successful only in the field of tax relief.’’ 
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REAPPORTIONMENT OF AUSTRIAN PARLIAMENTARY 
SEATS. Early in October the Austrian Ministry of the In- 
terior announced that work had been completed on the redis- 
tribution of seats for the next Parliamentary elections ( which 
are scheduled to be held in 1953 --Ed.), in accordance with 
the provisions of the Austrian Federal Constitution. 

Article 26 of the Austrian Constitution stipulates that 
the seats in Parliament must be apportioned among the indi- 
vidual election districts in the same numerical relationship 
as the one between the number of citizens residing in each 
district. Such reapportionment shall always be based on the 
last national population census. 

On the basis of the last national census, which was tak- 
en on June 1, 1951, the Ministry of the Interior finds that 
Vienna will lose six mandates, Lower Austria two and the 
Burgenland one, whereas the provinces of Salzburg, Tyrol, 
Vorarlberg, Styria and Carinthia will gain a total of nine. The 
redistribution of the total number of 165 Parliamentary seats 
is due to the fact that there was a shift of population to the 
Western areas of Austria during World War II. 


AMBASSADOR LOEWENTHAL PRESENTS CREDENTIALS 
IN OTTAWA. Dr. Max Loewenthal, the Austrian Ambassador 
to the United States, presented his credentials as Austrian 
Minister and Plenipotentiary Envoy to Canada to Deputy 
Governor General Thibaudeau Rinfret in Ottawa on October 9. 

According to a Canadian communique, this is the first 
time an Austrian Envoy has ever been accredited to Canada. 

In connection with his visit, Dr. Loewenthal called on 
Canadian Prime Minister St. Laurent, Foreign Minister Lester 
Pearson and other leading Foreign Office officials. Ina 
lengthy statement, Prime Minister St. Laurent declared that 
the continued occupation of Austria was intolerable and ex- 
pressed the hope that the occupation troops would soon be 
withdrawn. 


SWEDISH MINISTER AND UNDERSECRETARIES OF STATE 
VISIT AUSTRIA. Sven Andersson, the Swedish Minister of 
Communications, and Swedish Undersecretaries of State Per 
Asbrink and Gunar Lange visited Austria early in October. 
Before leaving for home, Minister Andersson said that his 
dominant impression was that of the exciting industrial de- 
velopment of a country which, after World War I, had achiev- 
ed independence but not yet freedom. 

Minister Maisel, who had received the guests at the Aus- 
trian Ministry of Communications, said in a speech that Aus- 
tria’s tremendous achievements in rehabilitating her federal 
railroads could be properly evaluated only if one took into 
account the considerable loss of rolling stock and locomo- 
tives which was incurred at a time of marked traffic increase 
such as had takenplace during the past few years. He also 
revealed that the nationalized industries were now employing 
more than 100,000 persons. 


SOVIET-OPERATED BUSINESSES IN AUSTRIA ACCOUNT 
FOR CUSTOMS AND TAX LOSS TO AUSTRIA. The Socialist 
News Service reported at the end of September that the local 
Soviet authorities in three districts of Lower Austria have 


demanded that registration plates be given to the cars and 
motorcycles which the USIA (Ubravlenyo Sovyetskovo Im- 
uchestva Avstriye — Administration of Soviet Property in 
Austria) has smuggled in from Eastern Germany and Czecho- 
slovakia, in spite of the fact that the buyers of these vehic- 
les did not pay customs duties or sales taxes on them. The 
report indicates that this measure was taken to intensify 
sales, which had suffered as a result of the required payment 
of customs duties and taxes. The price of 9,000 schillings, 
at which the USIA stores are offering motorcycles, would 
thus have to be increased. The Socialist News Service ap- 
pealed to Austrian district authorities to resist such illegal 
requests even more firmly than heretofore. 


RUSSIANS SELL AUSTRIAN BUSINESSES TO HUNGARY. 
It was recently announced that the Russians have sold to 
Hungary a number of Austrian businesses in that country, 
including the Julius Meinl chain of food stores. The trans- 
action is said to involve 69 out of a total of 300 enterprises 
which the Russians seized as ‘‘German assets’’ when they 
overran Hungary in 1945. 

The sales agreement was signed on September 30. There 
was no indication whether Hungary took over all former ‘‘Ger- 
man’’ property, or whether some enterprises still remain in 
Soviet hands. 


SEVERAL HUNDRED MILLION SCHILLINGS' WORTH OF 
AUSTRIAN PROPERTY IN HUNGARY. The Socialist News 
Service recently reported that Austrians have legitimate 
claims to several hundred million schillings’ worth of proper- 
ty in Hungary, most of which has been nationalized or hand- 
ed over to the Russians as so-called ‘‘German assets’’. 

An Austrian delegation is scheduled to go to Budapest 
at the end of October to negotiate compensation for these 
Austrian assets. Hungary is the first Eastern European coun- 
try that has been willing to enter into such negotiations. The 
Budapest talks will also deal with the property of Austrian 
repatriates and with the problem of ‘‘double ownership,’’ 
which primarily involves the properties of Austrian farmers 
located on the other side of the Austro-Hungarian border. 


OVERSEAS NEWS AGENCY REPORTS CLOSE COOPERA- 
TION BETWEEN AUSTRIA AND YUGOSLAVIA. On October 
3, 1952 the Overseas News Agency (ONA) published a re- 
port by G.E.R. Gedye, British journalist, who said that 
‘close against the Austro-Yugoslav border an experiment in 
bringing old enemies together is being carried out with re- 
markable skill and apparent success. Such a newly-found 
good-neighbour policy might in time — once the iron grip of 
the Kremlin on Eastern Europeans is broken — point the way 
to effective cooperation among free states of the Danube 
basin.’’ 

Two things are made responsible for the change: One, 
Tito’s break with the Kremlin, and two, the working out of a 
new Austrian policy towards the Slovenian minority. 

The report says: ‘‘In the province. of Carinthia (in Aus- 
tria) live about 42,000 Slovenes and Windischers. After the 


Tito-Cominform break the Carinthian provincial government 
put through a new school policy which gave generous treat- 
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ment to the Slovenes’ feelings and desires. A special 
‘mixed-language’ district was established to include every 
village in the area where even as few as 5% of the people 
spoke Slovenian. All the schools were made ‘double-lan- 
guage’ schools, where all children have to learn both Slo- 
venian and German.”’ 

On other questions Mr. Gedye said: ‘‘The question of 
passport-free crossings have been under friendly discussion. 
The question of the great power stations on the Drau river 
has been settled satisfactorily. ‘Good-Neighborly’ relations 
have been established in the local country council between 
Communist and anti-Communist factions. A council is pre- 
sided over by a Slovene burgomaster, contains nine Austrian 
Socialists, one member of the Austrian People’s Party, one 
Slovene clerical and one Tito-Communist.’’ 


3619 VIENNA BUILDINGS UNDER REQUISITION BY OC- 
CUPYING POWERS. No less than 3619 items of real estate 
are stillunder requisition by the Occupying Powers within the 
city area of Vienna, according to a survey made inSeptember. 

These properties have now been under requisition for 
seven years. They include 3250 apartments, 145 villas, 35 
residential homes, 9 hotels and 180 coffee houses, business 
premises, offices, school buildings and garages. Of the to- 
tal number of properties under requisition, the Russians hold 
2567, the Americans 597, the French 359 and the British 96. 


AUSTRIAN ECONOMIST COMMENTS ON PROBLEMS FAC- 
ING EUROPEAN MONETARY UNION. Professor Richard 
Kerschagl, the noted Austrian economistwho recently visited 
the United States, spoke on the problems facing a European 
monetary union in a speech delivered in Genoa on September 
12, 1952, at the Intemational Study Meeting of the Economic 
Problems of European Federation. 

Dr. Kerschagl made the following comment: ‘‘There are 
no actual technical difficulties or obstacles in the way of a 
modern monetary union (of Europe) today. The real difficul- 
ties lie much deeper. The relatively much greater sensitivity 
of a monetary system based on paper currency in comparison 
with one based on the gold standard makes such a system 
much more dependent upon the development of a country’s 
economic and financial balances. The problems of balancing 
their national budgets and arriving at a reciprocal balance 
of trade and payments must be solved by the individual gov- 
ernments before, or at least simultaneously with, the es- 
tablishment of a monetary union. Otherwise, such a union 
would stand no chance of success, inasmuch as the question 
of such a union today is no longer a mere matter of reaching 
an understanding concerning the printing of money or the 
fixing of certain rates of exchange by simple decree or mu- 
tual agreement.’’ 


URUGUAYAN COMMISSION ARRIVES IN AUSTRIA TO STU- 
DY INDUSTRIAL PLANTS. Early in October an Uruguayan 
commission arrived in Austria on a study trip during which 
its members visited the Voest Works, the Steyr Works, and 
the Graef and Stift plants. The commission consisted of five 


university professors, twenty graduate students of the Tech- 
nical Trade Institute of Montevideo and ten Leading Urugu- 
ayan businessmen. The members also rode on the new self- 
propelled train just completed by Austria for the Uruguayan 
National Railroads (see AUSTRIAN INFORMATION bulletin, 
Vol. V, No. 19). 


AUSTRIA’S AND BRAZIL'S NEW TRADE AGREEMENT IN- 
CREASES TRADE VOLUME. On September 26, after ten 
days of negotiations, a new trade agreement was initialed 
between Austria and Brazil by a trade delegation of each of 
these nations. The volume of commodity exchange during 
the life of the agreement, which will expire on December 31, 
1953, was increased to approximately 23 million dollars. Bra- 
zil’s principal exports to Austria will be coffee, cotton, wool, 
ores and oils, while Austria will ship to Brazil steel and 
steel products, cellulose, paper, textile yarns, machinery 
and industrial products. A permanent board set up under the 
terms of the agreement will supervise its operation andissue 
regulations as required. The expansion of commodity ex- 
change provided for by the new agreement was made possible 
by the revision ofcertain of the terms of the payments agree- 
ment. 


AUSTRIAN HYDRO-ELECTRIC POWER TECHNICIANS VI- 
SITING U.S.A. A second group of Austrian hydro-elettric 
power technicians arrived in the U.S.A. on October 1, fora 
six-week technical assistance study. The 15 experts con- 
centrate on power generation and the development and con- 
struction of hydro-electric power plants and dams. The 10- 
man group which visited the U.S. in 1952 was primarily con- 
cerned with the sale and distribution of all types of electric 
power. 

Hydro-electric power is Austria’s greatest single resource. 
This segment of the economy has received 20% of all the 
counterpart funds allotted in Austria and is by far the most 
important sector in the investment program. At present, Aus- 
tria has developed only about one-third of its potential pos- 
sibilities and long-range plans are being made to make the 
country the hub of an integrated European power system. 

The team is composed of government officials and con- 
sulting engineers charged with the overall planning of hydro- 
power systems, together with engineers from contracting firms 
who are engaged in designing and constructing the installa- 
tions. 

The study-tour will consist of visits to such public hyd- 
ro-electric power installations as the Tennessee Valley Au- 
thority; Wolf Creek Dam in Tennessee and Bull Shoals Dam 
in Arkansas; Hungry Horse and Cabinet Gorge Dams, Monta- 
na; Grand Coulee and McNary Dams, Washington; and Bon- 
neville Dam and Power Administration, Oregon. Visits will 
also be made to the U.S. Army Engineers Hydraulic Labora- 
tories in Vicksburg, Miss. and the Bureau of Reclamation in 
Denver, Colo. The group will return on November 15.

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AUSTRIAN PRODUCTIVITY CENTER SPONSORED 162 
STUDY TRIPS. Between October 1, 1949, and September 30, 
1952, the Austrian Productivity Center sponsored 162 study 
trips within the framework of the Technical Exchange Pro- 
gram, in which 898 individuals participated. These trips in- 
cluded so-called national trips, in which only Austrians par- 
ticipated and which required the authorization of the Mutual 
Security Administration in Washington, and O.E.E.C. trips, 
arranged by the Organization for European Economic Cooper- 
ation and including participants from all O.E.E.C. member 
states. This program of national trips has so far included 
the sending of 67 study groups to the United States and 38 to 
various countries of Western Furope. During the period in 
question, 12 groups of foreign experts have visited Austria 
under the MSA program. Under the O.E.E.C. program, 31 
groups travelled to the United States and 7 to one of the 
member countries, while seven groups of experts visited 
Austria. 


DEVELOPMENT OF AGRICULTURAL SCHOOL FACILI. 
TIES IN AUSTRIA. Since 1945, five agricultural colleges 
and 72 agricultural technical schools have been established 
in Austria. At the same time, over 2,000 classes were es- 
tablished in agricultural schools. As a result of the recently 
passed legislation with respect to professional training in 
forestry and agriculture, the courses given last year (572, in 
Lower Austria), will be expanded this fall with the help of 
350 teachers from the compulsory school system serving as 
course leaders and 410 teachers (140 men, 270 women) who 
will serve as assistants. In all of Austria in 1951, a total 
of 4500 courses were held, and these were attended by 90,- 
000 future farmers. 


AUSTRIAN CONFERENCE ON INDUSTRIAL MEDICINE. 
At the Second Austrian Conference on Industrial Medicine, 
which was held from October 14 to October 18 under the 
honorary sponsorship of Karl Maisel, Minister of Social Wel- 
fare, a total of sixty lectures and papers were delivered and 
presented. 

The chief topics discussed at the Conference were: ‘‘Psy- 
chology in Labor Relations’’, ‘‘Clinical Care and Therapy of 
Occupational Diseases’’, ‘‘Industrial Hygiene and Safety 
Measures’’, and ‘‘Industrial Welfare and Social Security’’. In 
addition to the large number of Austrian physicians and aca- 
demicians who attended the Conference, a considerable num- 
ber of leading figures from various countries in Western 
Europe also attended and reported on the institutes and 
organizational activities in their respective countries. 





CULTURE AND SCIENCE 


SCULPTURE OF ST. CHRISTOPHER ON ENNS BRIDGE 
UNVEILED. A sculpture of St. Christopher, the patron 
saint of travelers and their vehicles, was recently unveiled 
on the Enns Bridge at Aschatal, near Grossraming in Upper 
Austria. The famous picture of St. Christopher (Christopho- 
rus, i.e. the ‘‘Christ-bearer’’), carrying a child on his shoul- 
ders, is shown here with the child carrying the globe and the 
cross, symbolic of the world’s sins. 


The modem-design stone sculpture is the work of the 
Viennese sculptor R. Ullmann, a Member of the Academy. 
It combines in a harmonious whole the traditional Austrian

artistic concepts of Baroque feeling and modern line. The 
sculpture was erected in a region particularly noted for its 
beautiful landscape. 


AUSTRO-AMERICAN SOCIETY PROMOTES CORRE SPON- 
DENCE EXCHANGE. The Austro-American Society in Vien- 
na (Kaertnerstrasse 38, Vienna I) has announced that it is 
accepting requests from students and adults interested in its 
correspondence exchange program with the United States. 
The program of exchange correspondence, to be conducted 
in English, will involve the participation of Austrian and 
American pupils (aged 12 to 15) and students (aged 15 to 20). 
Adults of all age groups, including housewives with child- 
ren, are also invited to participate in the program. Commu- 
nications from all persons interested in the program must in- 
clude the following information: full name, exact address, 
age, profession or occupation, and field of interest. 
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NEW UNIVERSITY LIBRARY WILL BE GLASS PALACE 
FOR FOUR MILLION BOOKS. in mid-October Austrian 
Minister Of Education Kolb, Minister Of Trade Boeck-Greis- 
sau, and Undersecretary of State Bock approved plans for 
the construction of a new university library which will ac- 
comodate 600 readers. 

The structure itself, which is to be erected in the Uni- 
versitaetsstrasse in Vienna, will not be higher than the sur- 
rounding houses. Its facade will consist of a broad window 
front, behind which the four million books will be stacked in 
storage alcoves arranged in fourteen tiers. The Rathaus- 
strasse and Eberndorferstrasse sides will encompass the 
windows of two smaller reading rooms, each of them with a 
seating capacity of 180 readers, set aside for students of 
natural science, theology and law. Another reading room, 
accomodating 250 students, will be located on the second 
floor and will receive natural light through a giant glass roof. 
The building will have five stories, two basements, waiting 
rooms, refreshment facilities and an air-conditioning plant. 


FOREIGN STUDENT PARTICIPATION IN AUSTRIA DE- 
VELOPS TREND TOWARDS SHORT STUDY SEMINARS. 
It was recently announced that in line with the new trend in 
student travel Austria will offer seminar facilities for study 
groups from overseas. Such seminars can be arranged to last 
from four days to one week and will include lectures in Eng- 
lish by eminent authorities on a wide range of subjects. 
Clean, comfortable and inexpensive accomodations (rates, 
including tuition, $30.00-40.00 a week) in attractive Aus- 
trian resorts or villages are provided for the students. The 
three centers designated so far include picturesque St. Wolf- 
gang, the pretty Grundlsee and the Fuschlsee — all in the 
Salzkammergut lake area, within sightseeing distance of the 
festival city of Salzburg. Interested leaders or groups should 
apply to the Information Department, Austrian Consulate 
General, 31 East 69th St., N.Y.C. or to the Austrian State 
Tourist Department, 48 East 48th St., N.Y.C. 


EXHIBITION OF WATER COLORS SHOWN AT WASHING- 
TON WHYTE GALLERY BY W. KAUFMANN NOTED AUS- 
TRIAN ARTIST. An exhibition of water colors was shown 
by the noted Austrian artist Wilhelm Kaufmann of Salzburg at 
the Whyte Gallery in Washington D.C. during the latter part 
of September and the early part of October. 

Mr. Kaufmann, a recipient of the Austrian gold medal, a 
state award, and other covetable honors is better known in 
Europe than in the United States. 

Water colors, however, are only one facet of Mr. Kauf- 
mann’s versatility. He has executed portrait commissions in 
many countries, is a landscape painter and well known for his 
frescoes, of which the one in the Festival Hall of Salzburg 
is the best known. Many of his frescoes were destroyed dur- 
ing the Hitler regime. Kaufmann has produced many charming 
pictures of Salzburg, Paris, London and Geneva and, in the 
United States, of Georgetown and motives in Maine and Ver- 
mont. 

The Austrian Ambassador Dr. M. Loewenthal visited the 
gallery at the end of September. 


VIENNA STATE OPERA IS PLANNING FOREIGN TOUR. 
The Austrian Federal Theater Administration recently com- 
pleted arrangements with the Grand Opera in Paris for a num- 
ber of guest performances of the Vienna State Opera in the 
French capital. In May 1953 the famous ‘Vienna ensemble 
will present ‘‘Elektra’’ and the ‘‘Love of Danae’’ by Richard 
Strauss, as well as Mozart’s ‘“‘Magic Flute’. Guest appear- 
ances in Switzerland have been arranged for next spring, with 
the program to consist of Mozart operas. 

In commemoration of the 70th anniversary of Richard 
Wagner’s death, Wilhelm Furtwaengler will conduct two per- 
formances of a concert version of the ‘‘Goetterdaemmerung’’ 
in Vienna next February. 

The noted conductor will also direct ‘‘The Marriage of 
Figaro’’ and a new production of ‘‘Don Giovanni’’ to be given 
at the Rocky Riding School in Salzburg next summer, as well 
as a symphonic concert. 


MOZARTEUM PLANS LECTURES ON ARABIC MUSIC. 
Dr. Bishr Fares, the Egyptian author and art scholar, is 
planning to deliver a series of lectures on arabic music at 
the International Summer School of the Mozarteum Music 
Academy of Salzburg in 1953. These lectures will be followed 
in 1954, by another series entitled ‘‘Contemporary Arabic 
Music’’. 

Dr. Fares’ play ‘‘Scheideweg’’had its Austrian premiere 
in the summerof 1951, whenit was produced at the Mozarteum 
by the St. Peter Players of Salzburg. 


“COMMERCIAL MUSIC’’ COURSE INTRODUCED AT ACA- 
DE MY OF MUSIC IN VIENNA. Professor Uhl, one of Austria’s 
foremost composers and now professor of music theory at the 
Vienna Academy of Music and Dramatic Art, has introduced 
a new four-term course on practical composition which will 
start this fall. 

Professor Uhl, whose film score for the ‘‘Wassersympho- 
nie’’ won a Gold Medal at the Venice Film Festival in 1936, 
said that his new course will deal primarily with motion pic- 
ture music, music for the stage and background music for 
radio plays. The novel course is aimed at raising the stan- 
dards of ‘‘commercial music’’ and will be supplemented by 
such practical activities as visits to film studios, synchron- 
ization studios and radio stations. 


AUSTRIAN KULTURVEREINIGUNG SPONSORS ART AND 

SCIENCE LECTURE SERIES. The Austrian ‘‘Kulturverein- 

igung’’ (Cultural Association) recently announced a series 

of lectures devoted to ‘‘Art and Science in Today’s World’’ 

to be held during the 1952-53 winter months. Among the 

noted scholars and authors who have agreed to participate 

are Liese Meitner, the world-famous Austrian nuclear phys- 

icist, who will speak on ‘‘The Atom and the Universe’’; 

Adolf Butenandt of Tuebingen, the German Nobel Prize win- 
ner for chemistry for 1939, who will also discuss an as yet 
unannounced scientific subject; and Wieland Wagner who will 
speak on the Bayreuth Festivals. Moreover, Franz Csokor’s 
play ‘‘Pilatus’’ will be presented to the public for the first 
time, in the form of a special recital, and the late Gerhart 
Hauptmann’s one-act curtain-raiser ‘‘Die Finsternisse’’ 
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OLD ROMAN CITY OF CARNUNTUM, NEAR VIENNA, 
AGAIN SITE OF ARCHEOLOGICAL RESEARCH. The ar- 
cheological importance of Camuntum, the former Roman 
capital city of the Province of Pannonia, was again high- 
lighted by extensive excavations carried out in the summer 
of 1952 at the village of Petronell in Lower Austria, about 
25 miles from Vienna. The walls that have been unearthed 
date back to the Marcomanic Wars (166-180 A.D.) when Car- 
nuntum was destroyed for the first time. They are about 6 ft. 
high and were found to enclose a veritable treasure of ar- 
cheological items such as altars, household utensils, coins, 
etc. Excavators also discovered many buildings of the pe- 
riod and a widely ramified network of streets and canals. 


HANDEL-MAZZETTI PRIZES TO BE AWARDED AGAIN. 
On January 10, 1953, the ‘‘Enrica-Handel-Mazzetti’’ literary 
prizes established by the Austrian Ministry of Education in 
1951 will be awarded for the second time. The prizes, which 
have been increased to 6,000 and 3,000 schillings, are award- 
ed to outstanding novels or short stories which present an 
historically accurate portrayal of a famous person or epoch 
in Austrian history. Austrian citizens and persons born in 
the territory of the former Austro-Hungarian Empire are ele- 
gible for the prizes. 


NOTED AUSTRIAN PAINTER RETURNS TO AUSTRIA. 
Ludwig Heinrich Jungnickel, the noted 71-year-old painter, 
has now returned to his native Austria after an absence of 
thirteen years. He will make his home at Villach in Carin- 
thia. Jungnickel had come to Vienna in 1898 to help found 
the school of painting later known as the ‘‘Wiener Sezes- 
sion’’ and became an intimate of the circle of artists around 
Josef Hoffmann and Gustav Klimt. He achieved his reputa- 
tion by his unique graphic representations of animals, many 
of which were recently placed on exhibition at the Albertina 
Museum in Vienna. In 1952 Jungnickel was awarded the 
Prize of the City of Vienna. 


SENSATIONAL SUCCESS OF VIENNA BURGTHEATER 
GROUP IN BERLIN. In mid-September an ensemble from 
the Vienna Burgtheater returned to the Austrian capital after 
a series of official guest performances at the Berlin Festival. 
The play performed was Johann Nestroy’s ‘‘Der Faerber und 
sein Zwillingsbruder’’, which was given at the Hebbeltheater 
in Berlin, where it met with enthusiastic acclaim. 


FIRST SWISS PERFORMANCE OF ‘‘STRASSE NACH CA- 
VARCERE”’’. Harald Zusanek’s prize-winning play ‘‘Die 
Strasse nach Cavarcere,’’ which won first prize in a drama 
competition in Austria last year, will be performed for the 
firsttime in Switzerland by the Municipal Theater of Luceme. 
The play will also be produced by the Vienna Burgtheater 
and thirteen theaters in Germany. 


‘“‘LIEBER AUGUSTIN'’ TO BE PERFORMED AT VIENNA 
FESTIVAL IN 1953. ‘‘Lieber Augustin’’, a play about the 
popular street singer of Vienna around the year 1680, when 
the city was being ravaged by the plague and fighting the 
fateful siege of the Turkish forces, will be one of the works 
to be performed at the 1953 Vienna Festival. The arcaded 
courtyard of Vienna’s Town Hall will form the backdrop for 
the open-air performance. 

The play selected is Ulrich Becher’s ‘‘Der Pfeifer von 
Wien’’ which will be adapted to the new production entitled 
‘‘Lieber Augustin’’. Paul Hoerbiger is to appear in the male 
lead and Robert Stolz will compose the muscial score. 


RAIMUNDTHEATER OPENS SEASON WITH ‘‘DEUTSCH- 
MEISTERMARSCH’’. The Raimundtheater in Vienna, named 
after the famous Viennese actor and playwright Ferdinand 
Raimund (1790-1836), opened its winter season on October 1 
with a performance of the operetta ‘‘Deutschmeistermarsch’’ 
by Otto Ambros and Ignaz Neusser. Under the management 
of its new director, Walter Keller, the Raimundtheater will 
specialize in the presentation of opera buffa and operettas. 


SALZBURG PUPPET THEATER ON SECOND TOUR OF 
UNITED STATES.  Salzburg’s well-known puppet theater 
has recently arrived in the United States and will be on tour 
throughout the country until December. The group is under 
the direction of Prof. Hermann Aicher. 

This is the second time the Salzburg puppets have toured 
the United States, but this time the tour will be extended to 
Canada, Mexico and Central America. The ensemble is ex- 
pected to be back in Salzburg by April 1953. The group has 
been abroad on many occasions in the past, and it is also 
known to television audiences in this country. 


NOTED AUSTRIAN SCHOLAR ACCEPTS ACADEMIC AP- 
POINTMENT IM KARLSRUHE. Dr. Simon Moser, the noted 
Austrian university professor, has been asked to occupy the 
newly established chair of philosophy at the Karlsruhe Ins- 
titute of Technology. Since 1945 Prof. Moser has been the 
scientific director of the international summer school courses 
organized each year by the Austrian College in Alpach, Ty- 
rol, under the name of ‘‘European Forum of Alpach’’. 


VIENNA'S ‘‘REICHSBRUECKE”’ RAISEO BY 30 CENTIMN- 
ETERS. The roadway of the ‘‘Reichsbruecke’’, which is one 
of Vienna’s most important bridges across the Danube, was 
raised by some 30 cm. (about 12 inches) at the end of Sep- 
tember by means of 24 hydraulic presses. When workis com- 
pleted, the roadway will be raised a total of 41 cm. (about 
16 inches) at the center, between the two auxiliary piers, so 
that 44% of its weight will rest on the piles. This operation 
will make it possible to remove the stress from the chain by 


means of special equipment, thus allowing worn links to be 
replaced.

AUSTRIA’S EXCHANGE RATE. The Austrian Minister of 
Commerce and Reconstruction, Josef Boeck-Greissau, de- 
clared in a speech in Vienna on October 13 that nothing is 
more important at this time than the preservation of the only 
recently achieved economic stabilization. He emphasized 
that for.this overriding reason the readjustment of Austria’s 
foreign exchange rates, of which there was talk recently, 
should be postponed indefinitely. 


AUSTRIAN SPARK PLUG CLEANER. A new spark plug 
cleaner, patented in Austria, is being offered for sale in this 
country. The advantages of the new Austrian gadget were 
indicated as follows: The new spark plug cleaner has a scra- 
per needle which fits into the space between the metal sheet 
and insulator of the spark plug, and makes it possible to 
scrape off carbonized oil residues. A wire brush, also at- 
tached to the gadget, will remove the last particles loosened 
by the scraper needle. A scraper (which is also part of the 
gadget) makes it easy to go over all surfaces of the plug. 
There is also a taper feeler gauge which, when inserted be- 
tween the spark plug’s electrodes, permits easy reading of 
the distance between the two poles. (1336) 


““SECTINATOR’’ FOR MILK SHAKES. The following news 
item was received from Austria: Under the name of ‘‘Secti- 


nator’’ a new apparatus is being marketed with which re- 
freshing drinks can be manufactured very easily. The appa- 
ratus works without electricity or gas. In the preparation of 
a new milk drink, the milk is first homogenized and then ‘‘de- 
aired’’. In place of the air, carbonic gas is introduced, and 
the drink is then cooled. The result is a new carbonized 
milk drink which may be mixed with lemon or other fruit 
juices. Named ‘‘milk champaign’’, the new drink is claimed 
to be an ideal refresher. Using apple cider or other fruit 
juices instead of milk, ‘‘Sectinator’’ quickly produces many 
different kinds of drinks. The apparatus is movable and can 
be put into operation: within minutes. Sample exports from 
Austria to Latin America have already been made. (1324)

Preferred Austrian dental instruments are: dorriots, hand- 
pieces, contra-angles — both adjustable and stiff — right 
angles, triple arms for electric cord motors of any type, etc. 
Upon suggestion of the American importer, the leading Aus- 
trian manufacturer of dental instruments is now bringing out 
for export to this country’s jewelry trade an ‘‘automatic ham- 
mer’’ which will soon be available. Inquiries as to the avail- 
ability of the dental and jewelry precision instruments will 
be relayed to the exclusive importer by the Office of the Aus- 
trian Trade Delegate. (1322) 
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THE OFFICE OF THE AUSTRIAN TRADE DELEGATE has 
been informed that business men in Chicago, Illinois, re- 
cently founded an organization for the promotion of Austro- 
American trade, to be known as the American-Austrian Cham- 
ber of Commerce, 29 East Madison Street, Chicago 2, III. 


GIFT PARCELS TO AUSTRIA. In reply to many inquiries, 
the following facts concerning gift parcels to Austria are 
herewith announced: Generally, the Austrian authorities re- 
gard parcels as ‘‘importations’’, if their value exceeds 1,000 
schillings. Where the value is less than this amount, the 
Austrian recipient does not require an import license. Such 
an import license, is necessary, however, if the value of the 
contemplated gift from abroad exceeds 1,000 schillings. In 
such cases, the foreign donor should advise his Austrian 
beneficiary to apply, in Vienna, to the ‘‘ZAE Office’’, or, in 
the provinces, to the provincial governments, on forms Al 
and A2, for admission of the gift parcel. To avoid delays, 
the donor should inform the Austrian recipient of the nature 
of the contemplated gift so that he can fill in the Austrian 
application forms intelligently. Permission to receive gift 
parcels valued at more than 1,000 schillings is entirely in- 
dependent of the question of customs duty. As in this coun- 
try, Austrian customs authorities consider as gift parcels 
those which through the nature of the gifts or, possibly, by 
way of correspondence etc., can be identified as ‘‘genuine’’ 
gifts. Normally, gift parcels are liable to customs duty, and 
foreign donors are well advised to ask their Austrian friends, 
when informing them of the gift, to investigate the matter of 
possible customs duties. If American donors of gift parcels to 
Austria advise the Office of the Austrian Trade Delegate in 
New York far enough in advance, the matter of customs duties 
in Austria will be investigated. 
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AUSTRIAN GLARE-FREE AUTOMOBILE HEADLIGHTS. 
An Austrian manufacturer has constructed a new automobile 
headlamp the light from which he claims to be completely 
free of glare. The lamp uses light tubes instead of the con- 
ventional bulb, and special reflectors. Precautions have 
been taken to guarantee the operation of the light tubes at 
low temperatures. One of the advantages claimed is that the 
lamps consume less battery current and that their light has 
definite advantages in fog and snow. The name of the manu-

AUSTRIAN SUGAR CANE CANDY MACHINE OFFERED. 
An Austrian manufacturer offers a sugar cane candy machine 


of modern construction. It is made of chrome-vanadium steel 
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and bronze, and can produce upto 8,000 sugar canes or sticks 
per hour. The machine was purposely engineered so as to 
be easily serviced; it is automatic, except for the feeding-in 
of the sugar mass. The manufacturer claims that although 
breakdowns are practically impossible, spare parts are easily 
obtainable. Every machine, the manufacturer emphasizes, is 
thoroughly tested before being crated for export. American 
candy manufacturers who would like to obtain details are in- 
vited to state voltage and type of current used, and also 
whether they would wish to receive offers including or ex- 
cluding the motor. The machine weighs about 600 lbs. and 
takes up no more than approximately three square feet. The 
motor of the machine is sheltered between the legs of the 
machine’s working table and thus does not require additional 
space.
